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The  Lessons  of  His  Life  and 
Death. 

8o  much  of  Mr.  George's  life  and 
work  was  given  to  the  single-tax 
theory  and  tbe  lend  question  that 
scant  attention  has  been  drawn  to 
other  labors  which  to  our  mind  were 
more  important  He  was  *  frieud  of 
pesos.  When  the  fighting  element  of 
the  community  was  so  stirred  by 
President  Cleveland's  Vsnszuelan 
message,  the  voice  of  Henry  George 
was  among  tbe  first  and  moet  potent 
to  rebuke  it  When,  at  a  later  per¬ 
iod,  tbe  arbitration  treaty  with  Eng¬ 
land  became  a  public  issue,  be  gave 
it  the  warmest  welcome.  He  hated 
war  with  a  holy  hatred,  and  be  bated 
tbe  preparations  for  war,  because  be 
believed  that  in  our  case,  if  not 
everywhere,  they  tended  to  bring  on 
Aar.  He  believed  that  tbe  burdens 
of  war,  both  in  blood  and  treasure, 
fall  mainly  ou  tbe  working  classes, 
and  this  whs  an  additional  reu*>u  for 
bis  detestation  of  it.  Here  again  be 
delivered  bis  messsge  because  he 
could  not  do  otherwise.  He  was  a 
Free  Trader  out  and  out  He  knew 
that  Protection  was  a  tax  on  labor, 
tbat  what  was  given  to  one  by  that 
system  was  taken  from  another,  that 
(here  was  no  law,  and  could  be  non*, 
to  compel  the  beneficial it-g  t.f  (lie 
tariff  to  divide  with  their  operatives, 
still  less  to  divide  with  other  poople 
and  hence  tbat  I  be  system  was  part 
delusion  and  part  fraud.  And  so  he 
spoke  and  wrote,  producing  one  book 
tbat  is  probably  the  best  ever  written 
in  English  on  that  subject.  In  all 
tbat  fell  to  Heury  George  to  do  there 
was  a  scrupulous  morality  and  fidel¬ 
ity  to  the  interests  of  his  fellow*. 
When  bs  took  up  tbe  flag  of  the 
workingmen  in  the  two  contests  for 
tbe  office  of  Mayor  in  which  he  fig- 


robbery  is  not  suob  s  charity 
the  courts  will  enforce." 

Mr.  George,  it  appears,  was  not 
satisfied  with  this  decision.  He  be¬ 
lieved  with  all  tbe  earnestness  of  bis 
strong  nature  in  the  doctrines  which 
be  enunciated,  and  he  therefore  took 
the  matter  to  tbe  Court  of  Errors 
and  Appeals,  where  it  was  argued  in 
June,  1889.  Tbe  Court  unanimously 
reversed  the  decree  of  Yioe-Chaneel- 
lor  Bird  in  the  following  syllabus : 

A  bequest  or  devise  to  educate  tbe 
public  in  any  branch  of  science  by  the 
dissemination  of  the  works  of  a  given 
author  is  a  good,  charitable  use,  pro¬ 
vided  bucIi  works  contain  nothing 
hostile  to  morality,  religion  or  law, 
and  that  suob  a  tchtamentarv  disposi¬ 
tion,  for  the  purpose  of  -  circulating 
the  works  of  Henry  George  on  the 
land  question,  was  a  valid,  charitable 
use.  The  doctrines  taugbt  by  Mr. 
George  are  not  ant  agonistic  to  tbe 
laiw.” 

This  opinion  was  written  by  Chief 
Justice  Beasley.  The  question  bad 
been  fought  by  Mr.  George  with  all 
bis  strength.  He  bad  hired  five  of 
tbe  ablest  lawyers  of  tbe  State,  whose 
fees  amounted  to  aver  $7,000.  He 
bad  triumphed  in  bis  principles,  and 
he  was  content.  As  this  decree  of 
the  court  of  last  resort  was  final,  the 
executor  of  the  Hutchins’  estate 
promptly  furwmded  to  Mr.  George  a 
check  for  tbe  $20,000  or  more  to 
which  he  was  entitled  under  tbe  will. 
This  check  Mr.  George  indorsed  and 
cashed,  and  thin  expresjed  tbe  bank 
note*  directly  to  Mary  Hutchins,  tbe 
widow.  Id  a  brief  note  to  her,  which 
the  lady  still  treasures,  he  said  : 

I  fought  this  matter  in  the  courts 
merely  because  I  believe  in  the  prin¬ 
ciples  which  I  advocate,  and  I  oould 
not  stand  quietly  by  while  a  judicial 
officer  designated  my  doctrines  as 


antagonistic  to  law.  I  never  bad  the 
urellM,  did  W  “to  ™  for  to.

Had  the  Journal  before  tbe  election

“  of  the  aid  of  his  heroic  arm  in  the 
battles  that  are  yet  to  come.  " 


“Men  ask,  how  do  you  aeeount  for  the 
decay  of  religion  ?  I  reply 
has  never  been  so  vital  and  so  hfidely 
spread  as  it  is  to-day.  We  do  not  care 
so  much  about  rituals,  and  perhafB  we 
car*  too  little  for  them,  but  we  do'  care 
about  our  fallow  men  more  and  move  as 
the  years  go  by.  Our  sciences,  our  arts, 
our  literature,  and  our  professions,  all 
these  are  ministering  to  the  many.  It 
is  only  in  commerce  and  Industry  that 
the  many  are  serving  the  few.  That 
commerce  and  industry  might  be  made 
Christian,  as  science,  art,  literature, 
government  and  education  have  been 
made  Christian,  Henry  George  devoted 
bis  life.  Whether  we  think  his  method 
was  the  best  or  not  we  must  honor  tbs 
life  so  devoted,  so  consecrated. 

“It  is  because  I  believe  that  Henry 
George  was  a  true  and  noble  follower  of 
Christ  that  I,  a  follower  of  Christ  also, 
am  glad  to  be  here  to  speak  these  simple 
words.  He  followed  Christ  In  the  spirit 
with  which  he  pursued  his  aim  in  life. 
Industrial  injustice  he  did  not  look  Rpou 
as  an  irremediable  wrong.

He  plnnged  hUnself 
into  life.  He  identified  himself  with 
those  whose  wrongs  he  suffered  as 
though  they  were  his  own.

HCrong  feelings-  He  loved  truth,  but  he 
loved  truth  most  because  truth  served 
mankind.
